'State system that prevails in Europe, 
[and has culminated in Russia. 
| The same result will be reached in other 
| nations successively, The Creek church 
is a pile of superstitions; it is imprac- 
jticable: it is neither law nor gospel; yet 
jit dominates the State and pursues a 
regular system of religious persecution: 
‘on one hand towards the 3,000,000 of its 
Jowlsh subjects, who ropresent the law 
of Moses: on the other hand, towards 
millions of dissenters, like Mennonites 
and Moravians, who represent tho gospel, 
being ‘ witnesses" for the truths of 
rimitive Christianity, as concentrated 
nthe pentecostal church. Neither of 
these classes, nor any persons who do not 
join the Greek church, are allowed the

Liberty of conscience does not oxist in

A 
terriblo picture was presented concern- 
ing tho thousands thus rendered home- 
leas and dependent upon the Govern- 
ment, through the exigencies of war, 
and the Proclamation of Freedom.
